The crime prevention specialist program was established in 1994 and was amost exclusively the
responsibility of law enforcement at that time. The purpose of the changes to this regulation isto
now provide the opportunity for certification of non-law enforcement professionalsinvolved in
providing crime prevention services.

§89.1-161 Code of Virginia provides the authority to the Criminal Justice Services Board to adopt
and promul gate regulations related to the certification of crime prevention specialists.

The eligibility for a certified crime prevention specialist is expanded to include non-law
enforcement personnel including crime prevention, criminal justice, or volunteer capacity
individuals working for alocal, state, or federal government agency. Agency administrators of
federal government agencies are added as persons who may designate an employee or volunteer
of their agency to be certified as a crime prevention specialist.

Training requirements are expanded to require addressing four topics on the list in the regulation
rather than two topics.

The requirement of three years experience in acriminal justice agency is expanded to identify
law enforcement and crime prevention as acceptable experience.

Training requirements for recertification are expanded from one to two topics on the list noted in
the regulation.

Other changes may be deemed necessary based on public comment received during the APA
process.

Virginia.
